(because of the unclarity objections - cf. item VIII) does not seem novel or 
Involving an inventive step for the followings: 

1.1 It seems that the subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 10 is already known 
at least from the disclosures of D1 (cf. column 2. line 21 to column 8, line 68) or 
D2 (cf. claim 1; page 3, line 16 to page 7, line 4 and page 8, lines 9-11) or from D3 
(cf. column 1, line 7 to column 9, line 57). 

Therefore, the subject-matter of claims 1 and 10 does not seem novel. 

2. The features of dependent claims 2, 3, 7, 16, 17 and 18 seem to be known from 
D1 (cf. column 2, line 21 to column 8, line 68). The features of dependent claims 4 
and 5 seem to be known from D2 (cf. claim 1 ; page 3, line 16 to page 7, line 4 and 
page 8, lines 9-11). The features of dependent claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 13, 15 and 18 
seem to be known from D3 (cf. column 1 , line 7 to column 9, line 57). 
Therefore, the subject-matter of claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 13, 15, 16, 17 and 18 does 
not seem to be novel. 

3. Dependent claims 6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14 and 19 do not seem to contain any features 
which, in combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
requirements of the PCT in respect of an inventive step, because they are in no 
way surprising. 

4. The cooling tower apparatus comprising a cooling tower and an electrolytic cell 
operated by a direct current source defined in claim 20 seems to be not disclosed

in any of the cited documents. However, the use of an electrolytic cell operated by 
a direct current source in a cooling tower seems to be in no way surprising taking 
into account the disclosure of D1, D2 or D3. Therefore, the subject matter of claim 
20 does not appear to involve an inventive step. 

Re Item VII 

Certain defects in the international application 

1 . The units of measure "inch" employed on pages 8 and 9 is not additionally ex- 
pressed in terms of the units stipulated by Rule 10.1/(a)/and/(b) PCT. 

2. The expression "1A/5m%our" on page 3 does not seem to be clear. 

3. The vague and imprecise statement in the description on page 12, last paragraph 
(spirit of the invention) implies that the subject-matter for which protection is 
sought may be different to that defined by the claims, thereby resulting in lack of 
clarity (Article 6 PCT) when used to interpret them (see also the PCT Guidelines, 
PCT/GL/3 III, 4.3a). 



Re Item VIII 

Certain observations on the international application 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 1 0 and 20 do not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT in that 
the matter for which protection is sought is not clearly defined. The claims at- 
tempt to define the subject-matter in terms of the result to be achieved: in claim 1 
"the magnitude of the electrical direct current and the flow-rate of the liquid is such 
that in claim 2 " the current is such..."; in claim 10 "being adapted to..."; in 
claim 20 "the cooling tower being adapted to...". 

The technical features necessary for achieving this results being not disclosed in 
the claims, the claimed subject-matter cannot be differentiated from the cited 
prior art.
